A black employee who resigned 
from the Agriculture Depart- 
ment over comments at a Geor- 
gia NAACP meeting said Tuesday 
the White House forced her out of 
her job over a manufactured racial 
controversy.

Legislation to restore unemploy- 
ment benefits to millions who have 
been out of work for more than six 
months broke free of Senate Repub- 
licans’ delaying tactics Tuesday. 

Senators voted 60-40 to move 
ahead on the bill, clearing the way 
for a final Senate vote later on Tues- 
day. The measure would restore 
jobless checks for 2.5 million peo- 
ple whose benefits started running 
out seven weeks ago in a stubborn- 
ly jobless economic recovery. 

The vote was a modest victory 
for President Obama and Demo- 
crats, whose more ambitious hopes 
for a jobs agenda have mostly fiz- 
zled in the face of GOP opposition 
in the Senate.

Seepage isn’t coming 
from ruptured well, 
oil spill chief says 

Washington 

The federal government’s oil spill 
chief said Tuesday that seepage two 
miles from BP’s oil cap is coming 
from another well, tamping down 
fears that leaks mean the ruptured 
well is unstable. 

Retired Coast Guard Adm. 
Thad Allen also said five leaks in 
and around BP’s well are more like 
“drips,” and aren’t yet reason to 
worry. The leaks and seepage had 
raised concerns that the mechanical 
cap choking off the flow of oil was 
displacing pressure and forcing oil 
out deep underground. That could 
make the seafloor unstable, and could 
make the environmental disaster 
even worse and harder to fix. 

Allen said the well appears 


stable, and he extended testing of 
the experimental cap by anoth- 
er day, which means the oil will 
remain shut in. The cap is buying 
time until a permanent plug is in 
place. Crews are drilling into the 
side of the ruptured well from deep 
underground, and by next week, 
they could start blasting in mud 
and cement to block off the well for 


good. Killing the well deep under- 
ground works more reliably than 
bottling it up with a cap. 

Allen also said he’s considering 
whether to pump mud and cement 
through the well cap, smashing the 
oil in from two directions. The idea 
is similar to the failed top kill plan 
that couldn’t overcome the pressure 
of the geyser pushing up. (ap)

Karzai Sets Afghan Road Map 



Allies agree to 2014 
as target for country 
to reassert control 

Kabul, Afghanistan 

The U.S. and its international part- 
ners agreed Tuesday on a road map 
for Afghan forces to take the lead 
in securing the nation by 2014 
amid doubts that they would meet 
the first goal — for the Afghans to 
assume control in certain areas by 
the end of the year. 

At a one-day conference in 
the locked-down Afghan capital, 
President Hamid Karzai said he 
was determined that his soldiers 
and police will be responsible for 
all military and law enforcement 
operations by 2014. 

“This is a national objective that 
we have to fulfill, and we must,” 
Karzai said after the conference, 
attended by more than 40 foreign 
dignitaries including U.N. Secre- 


tary General Ban Ki-moon. 

Talk of a 2014 date — which cor- 
responds with the end of Karzai’s 
term — enables politicians to tell 
their war-weary publics that the war 
will not drag on indefinitely, drain- 
ing resources at a time of economic 
hardship and rising death tolls. 


It also sends a signal to the 
Afghans that the Western com- 
mitment to the country will extend 
beyond July 2011, when President 
Obama says he will begin with- 
drawing U.S. troops. Nonetheless, it 
leaves open the question of whether 
the Afghans will be ready to man-

Cameron: BP Didn’t 
Aid Bomber’s Release 


Washington 

British Prime Minister David Cam- 
eron on Tuesday turned aside U.S. 
calls for an investigation into the 
release of the Lockerbie bomb- 
er by Scotland and said there 
was no indication that oil giant 
BP had swayed the controversial 
decision. 

Both Cameron and President 
Obama, who met with him at the 
White House, condemned the 
release of Libyan bomber Abdel 
Baset al-Megrahi from a Scot- 
tish prison. 

Still, Cameron said the release 
was not the doing of the British 
government nor, apparently, the 
result of any lobbying by BP, Brit- 
ain’s largest company, to win oil 
concessions from Libya. Rather 
it was a decision by the govern- 


ment of Scotland on compassion- 
ate grounds, he said. 

“It was the biggest mass mur- 
der in British history, and there 
was no business letting him out 
of prison,” Cam- 
eron said.

Unmanned van may 
pave the way to an 
era of driverless cars 

Parma, Italy 

It’s a modern-day version of Marco 
Polo’s journey halfway around the 
world — but is anyone at the con- 
trols? 

A team of Italian engineers on 
Tuesday launched what has been 
billed as the longest-ever test drive 
of driverless vehicles: an 8,000- 
mile, three-month road trip from 
Italy to China, not in search of silk, 
but to test the limits of future auto- 
motive technology. 

Two bright orange vehicles, 
equipped with laser scanners and 
cameras that work in concert to 
detect and help avoid obstacles, are 
to brave the traffic of Moscow, the 
summer heat of Siberia and the bit- 
ter cold of the Gobi desert before 
the planned arrival in Shanghai at 
the end of October. 

The road trip consists of two 
pairs of vehicles, each with a driv- 
en lead van followed by a driver- 
less vehicle occupied by two tech- 
nicians, whose job is to fix glitches 
and take over the wheel in case of 
an emergency. 

The driverless vehicle takes 
cues from the lead van but will 
have to respond to any ordinary 


obstacles or dangers. The two pairs 
alternate stretches along the route 
to China. 

“We will definitely need some 
help by humans. It is not possible 
to have 100 percent driverless,” said 
project leader Alberto Broggi. 

Andrew Close, an analyst at 
IHS Automotive, said he expected 
it to take at least a decade before 
a convoy of driverless vehicles fol- 
lowing a lead would be ready to hit 
the road on a transport job. Broggi 
said driverless vehicles are proba- 
bly 20 years away, (ap) 


Around the Corner 

The technology being tested 

was developed by Vislab, an artificial 
vision and intelligent systems lab 
at the University of Parma in Italy. 

It could be put to use very soon. For 
example, the scanners being tested 
could allow farmers to program 
tractors to plow and seed fields at 
night. Vislab is also working with 
Caterpiller Inc. to develop unmanned 
vehicle technology for extreme envi- 
ronments, like mining, (ap)

The New Center of Power 


China overtakes the US. as the globe’s biggest energy consumer in a new study 


Paris 

China is now king of the world in ener- 
gy consumption, surpassing the U.S. 
years ahead of forecasts in a milestone 
that left the Asian giant immediately 
rejecting its new crown. 

Sensitive to its status as the world’s 
biggest polluter, China has long point- 
ed fingers at developed nations in cli- 
mate change talks and resists any label 
that could increase international pres- 
sure for it to take a larger role in curb- 
ing greenhouse gas emissions. 

When the Paris-based International 
Energy Agency released its data Tues- 
day, China branded it “unreliable.” 

The United States still consumes more 
energy and oil per capita than China. But 
China’s faster-than-expected shift has 
global consequences for markets and the 
environment, reflecting its transforma- 
tion from a nation of subsistence farm- 
ers to one of workers increasingly trad- 
ing their popular bicycles for cars, and 
buying air conditioners and other ener- 
gy-hungry home electronics. 

China was not expected to overtake 
the U.S. in energy consumption until at 
least 2015, the U.S. Energy Information 
Administration forecast in April. 

The consumption level, reached 
despite the global economic downturn, 
left China in an awkward spot: It is eager 
to be seen as an economic juggernaut and 
a major player on the international stage, 
but it also insists it’s a developing nation 
that deserves to industrialize. 

Some environmentalists are cau- 
tiously optimistic about what China’s 
new status could mean for the planet, 
pointing out that it has spearheaded 
research and development into renew- 
able energy. The lEA’s chief economist, 
Fatih Birol, said China is the world’s 
leader in wind and solar power. 

China’s total 2009 consumption, 
including energy sources ranging from 
oil and coal to wind and solar power, 
was equal to 2.265 billion tons of oil, 
compared with 2.169 billion tons used 
by the U.S., the IE A said.

China’s energy consumption has 
more than doubled in less than a 
decade, from 1.107 billion tons in 2000 
— driven by its burgeoning population 
and economic growth that hit 11.9 per- 
cent in the first quarter of 2010. Per cap- 
ita, the U.S. still consumes five times 
more energy than China, Birol said. 

The surge in energy consumption 
has turned China into the biggest source 


of climate-changing greenhouse gases. 
The government has pledged to curb the 
growth in its emissions but has refused 
to adopt binding curbs. It has main- 
tained that pollution is an unavoidable 
consequence of industrialization. 

Chinese officials said the country’s 
energy consumption last year was equal 
to 2.132 billion tons of oil — or roughly 
5 percent less than the lEA figure, the 


official Xinhua News Agency reported. 

Birol told the AP that the lEA used 
the same sources and methodology it 
always has in compiling the 2009 sta- 
tistics, which he said were in line with 
the trend for the past decade. “The trend 
is undeniable that the Chinese energy 
consumption is growing very strong- 
ly” while use in the U.S., Europe and 
Japan was stagnating, he said. 

Birol said China’s appetite for energy 
is consistent with the rise in its 1.3 billion- 
strong population and the growth of its 
manufacturing-based economy, which 
churns out half the world’s supply of steel 
and is also a top producer of aluminum 
— another fuel-hungry industry. 

China, however, is trying to cut its 
rising reliance on imported oil and gas, 
which it considers a national security 
risk, by investing heavily in hydroelec- 
tric dams, wind turbines and nuclear 
power plants. Still, coal, oil and natu- 
ral gas are expected to account for most 
of China’s energy supplies for decades

Voters to Make Call on Anne Arundel Slots

Maryland’s highest court has issued 
an order allowing a referendum 
on the state’s largest planned slots 
casino to move forward in Anne 
Arundel County.

A coalition of homeowners sur- 
rounding the mall and horse-rac- 
ing interests — who want a slots 
casino at nearby Laurel Park race- 
track instead — had spearheaded 
a petition drive to put the measure 
on the ballot. Anne Arundel County 
law allows citizens to second-guess 
County Council decisions if enough 
voter signatures are gathered.

The Nationals 
will need to be offered, in the words 
of one Nationals source, “some- 
thing that overwhelms us.” 

The White Sox have been the 
most active pursuer of Dunn. The 
Nationals have had initial conver- 
sations with the White Sox regard- 
ing Dunn, one source said, but “I 
don’t think it’s gotten any deep- 
er than that. Most of it seems like 
speculation.” 

Rizzo has said it will take 
an “extraordinary” offer for the 
Nationals to part with Dunn. 
According to a report in the Chi- 
cago Sun-Times, the White Sox 
would offer either Dayan Viciedo, a 
power-hitting first baseman from 
Cuba, or Daniel Hudson, a right- 
handed starter who is 11-4 with a 
3.47 ERA this year at Class AAA 
and has made four big league 
starts. Just Monday night, Hud- 
son allowed the Mariners one 
run over 6 2/3 innings. 

In the long term, one scout 


said, Hudson projects to be a No. 3 
or No. 4 starter. Hudson or Viciedo 
would make for a starting point for 
a Dunn trade, the scout said, but 
alone they would not be enough 
for Dunn, and a “significant” piece 
would need to be added 
to either player to 
even the deal. 

Dunn will 
be a two- 
month rent- 
al player for 
any team that 


trades for him, but his trade value 
extends beyond helping a contend- 
er’s playoff push. The Nationals have 
to consider the two compensatory 
picks a team would gain if it does 
not sign Dunn in free agency. 

That’s also why Rizzo, aside 
from his stated preference of 
re-signing Dunn, has not 
jumped at trade offers. 
“He doesn’t have to do 
anything,” one source 
familiar with Riz- 
zo’s thinking said. “It 
doesn’t seem like he’s 
out to make moves just 
to make moves.” 

“Now is the time to 
kind of feel people 


out,” the source added. “I imagine 
in the next week, I think it’s going 
to get real cranked up.” 

Rizzo is taking a similar stance 
with other valued Nationals Matt 
Capps and Josh Willingham. The 
Nationals control both for the 2011 
season, although both will receive 
arbitration. Rizzo has said Will- 
ingham “is part of the family,” and 
he wants to sign him to a contract 
extension. 

Rizzo’s posture makes it dif- 
ficult to predict what could hap- 
pen in the 11 days between now 
and the non-waiver trade dead- 
line. Even inside the organization, 
he has people guessing. “Mike’s 
playing everything very close to 
the vest,” one Nats front office 
member said, adam kilgore

Guitarist Larry CampbelTs career 
reads like a ’60s “six degrees of 
separation”: seven years backing 
Bob Dylan on his “Never End- 
ing Tour”; a few years as one of 
Grateful Dead bassist Phil Lesh’s 
Friends; and two Grammy Award- 
winning albums with former Band 
drummer Levon Helm. 

In other words, it’s been one 
long, strange trip. But for the 
55-year-old Cambell, the journey’s 
always had a destination. “It feels 
like my entire career, all the great

the experiences I’ve been allowed 
to have, was all just a pathway to 
get to Levon’s barn,” he says.

After throat 
cancer nearly silenced Helm’s soul- 
ful Southern drawl in 1998, Camp- 
bell assumed the role of producer 
in the studio — a barn owned by 
Helm — and bandleader.

(2007), and the more diverse, full

He’s joined by 
the Midnight Ramble band, which 
includes Campbell; Helm’s daugh- 
ter Amy; Campbell’s wife, singer- 
songwriter Theresa Williams; and 
a horn section. 

Helm’s voice remains fragile.

from one wing.

Give your short-lived produce a savory 
future via the magic of home pickling 


Amelia Showalter waited eight 
months for her spot in the New- 
ark Street Community Garden. 
So, when the Dupont Circle resi- 
dent had a surplus of produce last 
summer, she didn’t want it to go 
to waste. 

“I thought pickling would be 
a fun way to preserve some of the 
stuff I grew,” says the 27-year-old 
political consultant, who blogs at 
Graduallygreener.wordpress.com. 
“I pickled carrots, beets, onions and 
peppers. I pickled a lot of peppers, 
just like that tongue twister.” 

Think pickling’s something 
only your Depression-era grand-

mother would do? Think again. 
From celeb cooks such as the Lee 
Bros, to D.C.’s star chefs, everyone’s 
reaching for the vinegar, pickling 
not just your standard cukes but 
also veggies such as mushrooms 
and cauliflower. 

It helps that the process is sim- 
ple. You don’t need lots of equip- 
ment, and if you just want to store 
your pickles in the fridge, rather 
than stash them long term, you 
don’t even need to know how to 
wield a pair of canning tongs. 

Bryan Moscatello, executive 
chef for Stir Food Group (Stir- 
foodgroup.com), first started 
pickling produce to accom- 
pany charcuterie at Poten- 
za (1430 H St. NW). Now 
he’s also serving pickles at 


Zola (800 F St. NW) and Zola Wine 
& Kitchen (505 9th St. NW). “I like 
to pickle things that are going out of 
season, so that we can still have it in 
the middle of winter but in a different 
form,” he says. “Like ramps — I think 
ramps make great pickles.” 

Boiling your own brines lets you 
choose every ingredient. “You can 
control the flavor of your pickles,” 
says Sherri Brooks Vinton, author of 
“Put ’Em Up” ($20, Storey). “If you 
like your pickles spicy, if you don’t 
like as much salt, if you like sweeter 
pickles — you can craft your own 
concoction to suit. It really reflects 
your own personal taste." 

But many home cooks shy away 
from the process, fretting that it’s 
difficult or that they’ll serve up a 
batch of botulism. Poisoning your 
pals isn’t likely, though, say brining 
savants. Use a recipe from a trust- 


Market Marvels 

Prefer to have someone else do ah the work? Here are some places 
in the D.C. area where you can get pickled produce that's anything but 
ordinary. 

Head to Dean & DeLuca (3276 M St. NW) or a local Whole Foods to 
find O Rick’s Picks (Rickspicksnyc.com), which include varieties such 
as @ Phat Beets ($9.99) and 0 Smokra (pickled okra with smoked 
paprika, $11.99). “They’re delicious," says Mary Cunningham, a Falls 
Church resident who writes the Arugula Files blog (Arugulafiles.type- 
pad.com). “A little pricey, but a nice treat." 

In a Pickle, a newish vendor to the farmers line at Eastern Market 
(225 7th St. SE), has won fans with offerings that range from kosher 
dills to horseradish sours to cinnamon pickles. “They actually make 
pickles the old-fashioned way, almost like an old-school delicatessen 
style," says Mike Bober of the Capital Spice blog (Capitalspice.word- 
press.com). 

Hill’s Kitchen (713 D St. SE) carries sweet and spicy pickles from 
Lowcountry Produce (Lowcountryproduce.com, $8.95 each) made 
with ingredients you might not expect (think O green tomatoes, © 
artichokes and jalapenos). “They have huge flavors that really kind of 
blow you away," Bober says. b.l. 


ed source, follow the instructions 
to the letter and you should be in 
the clear. “I would argue pickling is 
one of the safest methods of home 
canning, because the vinegar raises 
the acidity level, making it inhos- 
pitable to pathogens,” says Ashley 
English, author of “Homemade Liv- 
ing: Canning & Preserving with 
Ashley English” ($20, Lark). 

Moscatello recommends start- 
ing with some “quick pickles,” 
which are kept in the fridge instead 
of the pantry and, therefore, don’t 
require the boiling-water canning 
method. “Play with some things 
to get an idea of what flavors you 
like, so that when you do classical- 
ly canned pickles, you’ve developed 
the recipe,” he says. “There’s noth- 
ing worse than going through all 
the trouble, putting a bunch of jars 
on the shelf that you can’t wait to 
try, and then you try them and say 
there’s not enough salt in here.” A
